cide whether the land is in fact more 
valuable for agncultuie bhan foi tim- 
bei, and if it is, to lecommend 
its 
listing as open to entry and patent 
In the case of claims the service as- 
certains whethei any 
facts 
exist 


which saem to show that the claim 
is not a legal one., in ordi'r that na- 
tional forest laud may not be unlaw-

with the land office of the interior 
department to decide whether tlie 
title should oi should not be granted 
The blanch, of lands in the district 
forest seivic^ organization does not 
mean any new assumption of land 
business.
